“DRY GUILLOTINE” 


Average of 1,000 Criminals 'A Year 
‘ Shipped from France. 


{By Mr. Richard Halliburton.) 


‘It was the experience of the! 


‘members of the Rotary Club of 
‘Singapore to listen, to a dis- 
course upon Devil’s Island, the 
French penal settlement, by a 
“gelf-incarcerated convict.” The 
speaker was Mr. Richard Halli- 
burton, who enjoys the reputa- 
tion of having once been an in- 
mate of this “Dry Guillotine” 
and indged, of having assisted 
the Governor of the place. Mr. 
Halliburton said he had spent 


three months there looking for 
something to write about and he 
had learned more about the pri- 
soners during those three 
months than the officials them- 
selves because he made it his 
business to collect as much in- 
formation as he could, says the 
Singapore Free Press, 

There were 8,000 prisoners on 
Devil's Island. French convicts 
convicted of murder and kindred 
crimes were given the choice of 
‘confinement in the dungeons in 
France or of going to Devil’s 
Island, where they enjoyed a 
certain degree of liberty but 
were never able to get away 
from this island. For some rea- 
son the latter seemed the popu- 
lar choica. The number of cri- 
minals thus shipped there 
from France averaged about 
1.000 a year. Mr. Halliburton 
described the cages in which 
these prisoners were kept during 
the voyage. Escape from those 
cages was impossible but there 
were effective precautions 
against any chance of mutiny: 
Over the cages were steam pipes 
which could be turned on the 
men in the event of trouble. 

The death rate on Devil's 
Island was, it was gathered from 
Mr. Halliburton’s remarks, some- 
thing enormous. The speaker 
said that while walking through 
the graveyard one day he saw a 
dozen grave diggers at work. 
They were digging row upon row 
of graves. Space was limited 
and when graves had to be found 
for a fresh batch of dead prison- 
ers, the practice was to dig up 
‘ the bones lying in old graves, have 
the remains dumped elsewhere 
‘and the graves used again. 

Journalists Prohitfted. 

Explaining how he got to De- 
vil’s Island, Mr. Halliburton said 
that he flew over in a passenger 
plane and wag dropped at one of 
the islands. Money, he remark- 
ed, certainly talks over there. 
According to arrangements, he 
was left behind. His money en- 
-abled him to procure a suit of 


-convict’s clothes and he succeed- ' 


ed in getting into the dormitory. 
Writers and journalists were 
prohibited on the island so he 
had to make himself look a ton- 
“vict in order to get into the 
place. He found his way into 
va dormitory. where there were 79 
prisoners serving sentence for 
murder. That same might he 
made a friend.

Good Results of

Dr. Carrel, an eminent Franco- 
American scientist and a Nobel 
Prize winner, believes that it would 
require a method capable of re- 
placing, tissues and humours in the 
structural and functional state of 
an earlier life period.

Voronoff. So far, the process of 
aging remains irreversible,’ 


which is measured by a clock, ob- 
viously differs from the time in 
which we live, Dr. Carrel asserts 
that time is as much a constituent 
of ourselves as space, 


Bergsonian View. 


“ ‘Existence,’ he says, ‘is iden- 
tical with duration. This inherent 
time cannot be reduced to psycho- 
logical time, which consists of the 
succession of our.states of con- 
sciousness as consecutive instants. 

“‘According to the Bergsoniaz 
view, these states of consciousness 
‘are only instantaneous pictares 
which stand out against a contin’ 
ously streaming background. ° 
our duration is certainly much 
more than tHe flux of our inner life. 
It comprehends the whole organ- 
ism. Mind and body are two as- 
pects of a single thing. The time 
Which we live includes both 
jphysiological and psychological 
times’.” > :

A former solicitor, who has been 
working as a sreengtocer to make 
restitution for frauds in connec-|® 
tlon with the estate of a master 
of Weatminstey School, where he 
had been educated, appeared at 
London Sessions. 

William Douglas Shearly San- 
ders, aged 32, was sentenced to 12 
months in the second division for 
fraud. 

Mr. J. F. Esstewood, prosecut- 
ing, said Sanders, as a solicitor, 
was asked to wind up the estate 
of a Mr. Liddle, a master at West- 
minster School, “who left about 
£50,000. 

Sanders opened a banking dec- 
count for money he collected for 
the eutate. From the account 
there was drawn £900 to “self,” 
£500 to a West-End hotel and 
£2,250 to someone in France. 

There were records of payment 
of fairly large sums to the Uncles 
Club, Berkeley Hotel, the Savoy 
Theatre, the Cafe Anglais and so 
on. 

Proceedings were started against 
Sanders, and in November he was 
struck off the rolls. 

Mr. Walter Frampton (for 
Sanders) said he was articled to 


‘his father, anl when he came of 


age in 1920, he was admitted to 
the roll, 

The father broke down in health 
in 1925, and with the experienced 
man out of ‘the business, and the 
son, who was still a youth having 
to conduct it, old clignts fell away, 
The practice in 1929 was not pay- 
ing. 

“The rest js the usual story—a 
threadbare story in these courts,” 
continued Mr. Frampton. “He 
tried by all manner of means— 
speculation and otherwise—to 
make good. He failed. 

“With the assistance a little 
money provided by relations he 
opened a frulterer’s shop at a saa- 
side resort, and by his own efforts 
made it pay. 

“One of the things he offered to 


“the Liddle family was the whole 


of the profits of the business. He 
ls a solicitor who has become a 
greengrocer and fruiterer.”

“SHANGHAI MISHAP. 


Shipping Disrupted When Two 
Vessels Go Berserk. 


Shipping was disrupted on the 
Whangpoo recetitly, according to the 
China Press, when two merchant 
vessels went berserk. 

At about 3.30 p.m. the Blue: Fun- 
nel liner, Menelaus shoved away 
from Holt’s Pootung Wharf. Grief 
at leaving Shanghai, where recently 
every minute of the day has been 
nothing if not eventful, must have 
instigated rebellion of the ahip’s 
mechanism, for, no sooner had the 
craft gone into the stream than the 
engines refused to perform their 
duties. Passengers for Rotterdam, 
London, and other European ports 
continued to wave handkerchiefa to 
friends and relatives remaining on 
the wharf, as the big ship stalled. 

Wind and current ‘swept the 
Menelaus’ bow toward the Shanghai 
side, and the ship drifted against 


Buoy 16, where it strained at the, 


buoy moorings. The bow of the 
vessel by thia time pointed down Lay 
Road.

FROGS ON ICE! 


Unusual Cargoes For’ London. 
The queerest cargo to leave a 
South African port during 1981 con- 
sisted of 40 living frogs, carefully 
packed in an {ice box, which were 
sent from Cape Town to London in 
the German liner Njassa, 
Unobtainable in England, they 
are being delivered. to Professor 
Lancelot Hogben, the scientist, until 
recently with the zoological depart- 
ment of the University of Cape 
Town, for the ~ continuation of a 
complicated and axtended series of 
experiments, oma : :

IMPROVEMENT. 


London; February 24. 
In his speech at the annual dinner 
of the Chamber of. Shipping Mr. 
Dalgltesh, the president, was able, 


after commenting on extremely un- 
favourable conditions -last year, to 
refer to some improvement in 
freight rates this -week. The 
hardening of some of the rates }as 
been distinct, and it has bean due 
to a decided expansion in the volume 
of business in the grain markets. 
The River Plate trade has again led 
the way, and nearly 60 steamers 
jhave been chartered for . loading 
dates until the. latter part of next 
month. The activity in this market 
cannot, therefore, be traced to the 
levying of a duty on maize at the 
beginning of March, and a good 
deal of the tonnage js probably for 
account of the new wheat crop. The 
amount remaining of the old maize 
crop should now be dwindling, and 
the present estimate is for an ex- 
portable surplus of the new crop of 
maize of about 5,000,000 tons, 
which, although considerable, does 
not equal the available quantities in 
some recent ‘years.

An important con- 
sideration is that, in the absence of 
outward’ cargo, many of the ships 
will have to proceed to their loading 
ports in ballast, so that reliance will 
need to be placed on the homeward 
passage rates to cover the costs of 
the round voyage.

’ The Thames is the firat of a new 
type of submarine for ocean-going 
service, with a displacement of 1,760 
tons, as compared with the 1,476 
tons of the Rainbow type in the 
previous year’s programme, and she 
will carry a 4.7in, gun instead: of a 
4in. Concurrently with the build- 
ing of this type, a smaller class, of 
640 tons, with a 3in. gun armament, 
is being built..

The Thames is the last unit of the 
1929 construction programme. to be 
put afloat. : The other vessels are
